Dimensions can include, but are not limited to, 1000 D Cordura Black (2) 5" x 16", (2) 7" x 13"; item (1) 2" 
wide VELCRO hook (2) 16"; and item (2) 2" wide VELCRO loop (2) 14", 2" mil/spec web (2) 10", 2" 
buckle (2) female end. An ABS plate (2) can also be provided.
